Last Saturday the Moore brothers, 
with their gang jumped the town site of 
Granite, where, in sinking an artesian 
well, they uncovered what was supposed 
to be the richest vein of gold and silver 
bearing quartz in the territory.

They started in boring a well, and as a 
result of their investigations, and with 
the aid of the Moores and their cow- 
boys, they yesterday jumped the whole 
town site under the mineral laws. 


It developed that pay .-dirt was struck 
twenty feet from the surface, the ledge 
running north and south for nobody 
knows how far. Dozens of claims, each 
running 100 feet, with the ledge, have 
been staked out by the jumpers, who 
have dispatched a mounted messenger 
to Helena for aid to enable them to re- 
tain possession of the property.

Xt wae about a month alter the burning of 
Washington, in August, 1814, that the British 
i^mét. destined for New Orleans, had sailed 
s.-«»©!» the Chesapeake for the island of Ja- 
jlAaioa> to wait reinforcements from England, 
* en Ute United States private armed brig. 
Armstrong, commanded by Captain 
uel C. Bcid, sailed from New York on a 
\ and put into the harbor ot Fayal. one 
) Azore Islánds. September 26. 
Cap- 
Beid» then hardly thirty years of age, 
jhad served as a midshipman under Connuo- 
Truxton and was a man of indomitable 
age and splendid seamanly 
qualities. 
Armstrong was u small brigantiue, of 
246 ' ^ n s , carrying but seven guns and 
crew of ninety men all told, incladingof- 
'Hoers. 


G^>tain Beid had diaed that day with the 
Amerioan Consul. Mr. John B. 
Dabney,

étood up the harbor, and anchored within

At length, at Aidnigbt. the enemy seemed 
resolved upon the attack, and tbe boats 
were observed in motion. Instead of ap- 
proaching by divisions, as Captain Beid ex- 
pected. they came on in solid column in a 
direct line. When about twenty-five yards 
off. Captain Beid ordered his men to stand 
by after the fire, to run in the guns and 
lash in the ports, in order to prevent the 
enemy from getting through the port-holes 
onboardins. as they would not have time 
to reload the guns before the enemy would 
be alongside. The men were then cau- 
tioned to wait for the word, and to be sure 
of their object. The "Lone Tom." a heavy 
48-Dounder. placed on a pivot amidships, 
was sighted with fearful accuracy. 
On 
came the British boats with undaunted in- 
trepidity, when they were again hailed by 
Captain Beid, but no answer was returned. 
The fatal command was then given, and a 
tremendous fire was opened on the enemy, 
the thunder and crash of which broke the 
ciiarmed stillness ot the before quiet mid- 
night scene. 
Beeling back and recoiling 
from the missiles of death, they warmly 
returned the lire, remanned their 
oars, 
and. 
giving 
three 
cheers, 
came 
on 
most spiritedly. 
The crow of 
the 
pri- 
vateer 
asked lif they should return the 
cheer? 
"No," replied Captain Reid; "no 
cheering until we have gained a victory." 
In a moment they succeeded in gaining the 
bow and starboard quarter of the Arm- 
strong. 
The cry of the officers command- 
ing the boats was, "Up and aboard, 
my 
lads—give the enemy no quarter!" 
At the 
same instant they opened a terrific fire with 
cannonades, 
swivels, 
blunderbuses 
and 
musketry. 
They were gallantly met by the 
crew of the privateer in their black leather 
boarding caps strapped with steel, looking 
like demons, with boar ding-pixes. muskets, 
battle-axes, pistols and cutlasses. The ves- 
sel soon became one broad sheet of fire, 
tbe red glare of which strangely contrasted 
with the brilliant light of the moon, now 
riding high in mid-heaven. 
Shrieks and 
yells, orders and oaths, amid the clang of 
sabres, were heard on both sides through 
the din and roar of the musketry. 
Again 
and again the enemy, led by their officers, 
attempted to gain the decks of the priva- 
teer, but were repulsed at all times with im- 
mense loss. 
The battle now raged with the 
greatest fury. 
The Americans fought with 
the desperation of 
fiends. 
Making a last 
desperate effort to board, the enemy gained 
the sprit.sail-yard 
and 
bowsprit 
of 
the 
privateer, 
and 
were 
pressing 
their 
way 
to 
her 
decks, 
when 
the 
Ameri- 
can 
sailors, 
wielding 
their 
battle-axes 
with tbe skill and might of knight of old, 
drove back England's best and 
bravest 
men with horrid slaughter. 
The second 
lieutenant of the Armstroii.ar, Mr. Alex. O. 
Williams, was killed at this moment while 
gallantly leading on his forward division; 
and the third lieutenant, Mr. Robert John- 
son, also fell dangerously wounded. 
At the 
same instant Capt. Beid. who commanded 
the after division, was engaged beating off 
two large launches, the men and officers of 
which liad succeeded in climbing up the 
sided of the privateer. 
One of the latter, 
the first lieutenant of the Phintagenet, had 
engaged 
Capt. 
Reid 
in

hand-to- 
hand 
fight 
with 
cutlasses, 
and 
once 
or twice came near 
overpowering 
him.

slightly across the head, and nearly sever- 
ing his thumb and forefinger.

Reid 
struck him down, and he fell back a corpse 
into thf boat. 


It was at this critical juncture that Cap- 
tain Reid was informed ot the death of his 
second 
lieutenant 
and 
that 
his 
third 
lieutenatit 
was 
badly 
wounded. 
Hav- 
ing succeeded 
in beating 
the boats off 
the quarter, and thus left the only officer 
on the deck, he perceived that the fire had 
slackened on the forecastle. At once rally- 
ing the whole of tlie after division, they 
rushed forward with a shout and opened 
fire, while he ordered the forward division 
to heave cold shot into the boats and sink 
them, as those men were out of cartridges. 
The enemy, appalled with 
consternation 
and dismay, fell back to their boats and 
retreated, when Captain Reid, bringing the 
Long Tom to bear upon them, fired the 
gun himself (which flew off the carriage), 
doing fearful destruction, and ending in the 
total defeat of the British. 
Then it was 
that Captain Reid cried out. "Now is the 
time, my boys, to cheer." and three wild, 
enthusiastic cheers re-echoed over the bay 
from shore 
to shore. 
The 
Americans 
among the crowd on the beach hailed the 
privateer, and asked if Captain Reid was 
safe, and, being answered in the affirmative, 
gave three tremendous cheers in return. 


The scone which now presented itself was 
one of indescribable horror. 
The silvered 
waters of the bay were crimsoned with 
blood. Dark forms of numerous dead bodies 
floated 
around on every side, while 
the 
groans and death shrieks of the wounded 
struggling around the boats pierced 
the 
very air. Many of the boats had been sunk. 
Two large launches belonging to the frigate 
Rota lay alongside the privateer, with two 
other boats, literally loaded Avith their own 
dead. 
In a boat belonging to the Plan- 
tagenet all were killed save four. 
In 
an- 
other boat which had contained fifty souls, 
but one solitary officer escaped, and he was 
wounded. 
Four boats 
floated 
ashore full 
of dead bodies. 
Some of the boats were 
left with but a single man, while others had 
but three or lour to row them. 
The 
ter- 
mination was nearly a total massacre. This 
action lasted about forty minutes. 
The 
English force, estimating fortv men to a 
bojit. was about 560 men. 
The English 
themselves acknowledged a loss in this at- 
tack of 120 killed and 130 wounaed. but it 
must have been tar greate*-. 
The loss of 
the Americans in this action was but two 
killed and six wounded! 


The deck of the Armstrong, which was in 
such confusion and slippery with human 
gore, was now cleared up, the Long Tom 
remounted, and preparations made for a 
fresh action, should the enemy again at- 
tack her. 
Ahout this time Capt. Reid re- 
ceived the lollowing note from the Ameri- 
can Consul: 


"CAPT. REID—DEAE SIB: You have per- 
formed a most brilliant action in beating 
off fourteen boats of the British ships in 
this road. 
They say they will carry the 
brig, cost what it will, and that the English 
brig will haul close in to attack you at the 
same time tbe boats do. 
My dear fellow.» 
do not uselessly expose yourself if attacked 
'-y an overwhelming force, but scuttle the 
brig near the beach and come on shore 
with your brave crew. 
Yours truly, 


"J. B, DABKET. 
"Two o'clocK, Tuesday morning, Sept. 27. 
1814." 


Capt Reid then went on shore, and. after 
receiving the congratulations of the Consul, 
was informed that tbe Governor had again 
written to Admiral Lloyd, remonstrating 
af^nst any further attack, but Lloyd sent 
for answer that be was determined on the 
•capture of the privateer, and that if the 
Governor suffered the Americans to injure 
her in any manner be should consider the 
f>laoe an enemy's port and treat it accord- 
ingly. Returning on board, Capt Beid gave 
•np all hope of saving .bis vessel, but deter- 
mined to defend her to the last He accord- 
'ing ordered the dead and wounded to be 
taken on shore, and prepared for the worst 
At daylight on tbe morning of the 27th the 
•Camiition was observed under way, and 
stood close in for the privateer, when she 
immediately opened a heavy fire with all her 
force. The crew of the Armstrong, as if 
supernatural spirits, or holding obarmed 
lives, still grimly stood by their little bark, 
returning broadside for broadside with 
wonderful effect The maintop-mast of the 
Carnation soon fell by the board, and she 
became so much cut up in her hull and rig- 
ging. and with the loss of men, that her 
guns became silenced and she was forced 
to retire. It was a sublime spectacle, that, 
of the little privateer, with but a handful Of 
men fighting a hopeless battle against such 
tremendous odds, in vindication oí her 
rights and her country's honor, with her 
colors flying in reckless defiance. 


Finding all further resistance fruitless, 
Capt. Beid scuttled his vessel 'to preyent. 
the English from obtaining possession of 
her; and then, with h!s gallant crew, went 
on shore. The enemy soon after boarded 
the Armstrong and set her 'oa fire, when 
she blew up, and thus ended the'fateof this 
noble little craft

Lord Castlereagh, the 
British Prime Minister, who happened to be 
in Paris when the news wrivedof tbe burn- 
ing of Washington, publicly boasted that it 
would not be long ere Louisiana would be 
in the possession of his countrymen. It is 
well known that Gen. Pakenham and Ad- 
miral Cochrane had charge of these expe- 
ditions. and. having executed the first, con- 
centrated their forces at Jamaica, awaiting 
re-enforcements to carry out the latter. On 
Lloyd's arrival they were furious at the oc- 
casion of his delay, and heaped upon him 
the most bitter reproaches, while charging 
him with having jeoparded the su«ces8 of 
the expedition, which only proved too true. 


This remarkable battle was tbe last fought 
upon the seas in the war with England, 
while, strange enough, that of New Orleans 
was the last fought upon the land. 
When 
Gen. Jackson afterward learned that a por- 
tion of the fleet which was engaged in the 
assault upon New Orleans was composed of 
the same vessels which attacked the Arm- 
strong, he declared to C a p t Beid that, but 
for his determined bravery in resisting the 
enemy, he 
(Jackson) 
would never 
have 
fought the battle of New Orleans, but that, 
most probably, the battle-ground 
would 
have been nearer the shores of his own 
State. 


To show the unparalleled victnry of the 
Armstrong, we will state that in the great 
naval engagement off Cape S t Vincent in 
1797, between a Soanish 
fleet 
of twenty- 
seven ships-of-the-line and twelve frigates, 
and a British squadon of fifteen ships of the 
line and seven frigates and two sloops of 
war, the British acknowledged a loss of 
only 73 killed and 22» wounded. 
Yet in this 
tremendous conflict, which lasted over six 
hours, the English did not lose as many 
men as they did in trjring to capture a little 
brig of only seven guns! 
Admiral Jervis, 
who commanded the Britioh fleet, having 
defeated the Spaniards, was created an earl 
by the king of England, and granted a pen- 
sion of $25,000 a year: while C a p t Reid and 
his men were granted the privilege of pros- 
ecuting their claim belore 
Congress for 
nearly half a century, and died without re-, 
ceiving one cent of recompense. 
While to 


i 
)rove more fully the ingratitude of repub-i 
ics, Capt. Reid. in 1818, on the admission of 
Indiana into the Union, made the design of 
the present flag of the United States, which 
was then adopted by Congiess, thus having 
been not only the defender of the old flag, 
but the designer of the new one.

William Henry Smith. 


There are few journalists in America 
•who have had a more varied and in- 
teresting career than William Henry 
Smith, general manager of the Associ- 
ated Press, New York. 
William Henry 
Smith first saw the light of day in Co- 
lumbia County, New York, on the Isi 
of December, 1833, and is descended 
from two old English families. 
His 
father, William DeForrest Smith, whc 
was born in Litchfield County, Con- 
necticut, in 1805, was a grandson oi 
Bethel Smith, of Kent, who was a 
grandson of Eev. Henry Smith, a cler- 
gyman well known in the Connecticut 
valley. 
His mother was a daughter ol 
Deacon Story Gobb, of Spencertown, 
Columbia County, who was a lieuten- 
ant in the army during the Revolution- 
ary war, and was descended from Daniel 
Gobb, who settled in the Connecticut 
valley prior to 1690. 
The family was 
of Dutch origin and came to America 
for religious freedom. 
The parents ol 
W. H. Smith emigrated to Ohio and 
settled on the Darby Plain, in Union 
County, in 1835, when the subject ol 
this sketch was about two years old. 
He, being of a studious turn of mind, 
was given the advantage of a thorottgh 
education. 
Subsequently lie was tutoi 
in a Western college, and then assistant 
editor of a weekly paper in Cincinnati,

It looks not unlike the harbor of 
San Francisco, California, but while it is 
smaller it is also far more senic in the 
many beautiful vistas it opens to sight 
from the various points as one sails over 
its tortuous waters running deep into the 
land and studded with beautiful islands. 
While we were here the United States fish 
commission steamer "Albatross" 
came 
into the harbor from a long cruise in in- 
vestigating the fishes of tbe Gulf of Cali- 
.fomia, and Capt. Tanner, of the United 
States Navy, told a small party of us 
that there were enough fishes in the Gulf 
of California to supply all the markets of 
,Mexico and probably tbe United States. 
'.Singularly enough, nearly all the great fish 
.supply in the gulf was along the eastern 
[coast of this Ameilcan Adriatic, or on ^ e 
'Sonora and Sinaola sides, rather than 
along the coast of Lower California. A 
good system of railways to the interior 
mining camps and towns is needed to 
make this great supply available to the 
wealth of this naturally wealthy but now 
poorly developed country. 


When I first sailed on the waters of the 
,Gulf of California some eighteen years 
ipgo the commerce here, small as it was, 
iras three-fourths in the hands of Eu- 
ropeans, while to-day three-fourths of it 
is American and the other fourth Eu- 
ropean. 


Alljthe nev railwoys of Northern Mexico 
are American, and they are surely, thor-

Multiply this by six oc seven, throw in 
two or three al^doned and dilapidated 
ones that look like the ruins of Jericho, 
and the description is as complete aa it 
can be made. 


In one of the rooms of the American 
Consul, Mr. Willard, facing tbe principal 
piazs, is lodged tbe piece of a shell, 
thAwn there, singulariy enough, by an 
American man-of-war' when Guaymas 
was takan, in 1847, during tbe Mexicao 
war. At that time tbe Portsmouth aad 
Congress entered tbe harbor, shelled the

town, and took it. 
The piece of bursting 
shell has lodged in the huge wooden raf- 
ters of the building, and its rusty round 
side is plainly visible from beneath. 
As 
tbe American flag yet floats from the staff 
directly over tbe shell, it makes it quite 
an interesting as well as historical piece 
of iron. 


There are very few good seaports in 
Mexico. 
There are none on tbe Atlantic 
coast, and but one or two on the Pacific, 
and those will need some work to make 
them as good as we are used to seeing on 
our own seaboards. 
Either Guaymas or 
Topolobampo, from their peculiar geo- 
graphical positions and inherent qualities 
that nature has given them in a country 
where she has been ver>- spare with her 
favors, will be a great port on the Pacific 
for tbe transmission of freight from the 
United States and Mexico to Australasian 
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aghly, slowly driving the steamship lines, 
tid especially foreign steamship lines, 
the Mexii

of which at the age of twenty-tw«, he 
became editor, doing also editorial work 
on the ' 'Literary Review." 
At the out- 
break of the late civH war he was on' 
the editorial staff of the Condinnati 
Gazette,

an active jiart in raising troops and for 
warding sanitary «upplies, and in po- 
litical work for strengthening the gov- 
ernment. 
He was largely instrumental 
in bringing Gov. John Brough to the: 
front as the candidate -of the united Re- 
publicans and war Democrats, and at; 
Brough's election, in 1863, he becamet 
the latter's private secretary. The next^ 
year he was elected secretary of state 
on the Union ticket by a majority of 
about 60,000, and was re-elected in 
1866. 
He retired from public oflSce to 
establish the Enienfiing Chronicle 
at 
Cincinnati, but Ms heailth giving w>ay 
he was forced to withdraw from all ac- 
tive work. 
In January, 1870, lie took 
charge of the affairs of the Western As- 
sociated Press, with headquarters «t 
Chicago. 
In 1877 he was appointed fey 
President Hayes collector of the port at 
that city, and was instrumental i n 
bringing about important reforms in 
customs methods in harmony with the 
civil-service policy of the administra- 
tion. In January, 1883, he effected the 
union of the New York Associated 
Press with the Western Associated 
Press, and became general manager 
of the consolidated association. 
Mr. 
Smith is a student of historioal sub- 
jects. 
He is 
author of "Tbe 
St. 
Clair Papers," a biogiaphy of Charles 
Hammond, and man^ «contributions 
to 
American 
periodicals. 
He 
has 
partly 
completed a "Political 
His- 
tory of the United States." By his in- 
vestigations in the British Museum he 
has brought to li^ht many unpublished 
letters of Washington to Col. Henry 
Bouguet, and has shown that those 
which were published by Jared Sparks 
wer^ not given correctly.

There 
are peculiar lines of cheap prints and cot- 
tons made in Europe that are sold only 
on tbe west coast of Mexico, not a yard 
finding its way to any other part of the 
world, and while ours command higher 
prices and a great deal of it finds ready 
market here, yet it docs not "exa tly till 
the bill," and' Americans, probably from 
ignorance of the true wants of these peo-

' tie, will not manufacture it and drive the 
oreign stuff from the Mexican market, 
which they 
could 
easily 
do. 
The 
ignorance of our people as to the com- 
mercial value of Mexico to us, and es- 
pecially those parts olf the great lines of 
jrailway, is certainly great and losing us 
money daily now, and more important in- 
^ueuce later. 
Our 
enormous 
advan- 
tage 
of 
contiguity 
is 
pressin? 
us 
forward in spite of our ifinorant balking, 
when in reality we should sweep nearly 
ievery line of commerce in Mexico from 
^be hands of foreigners, and this is es- 
n^cially true of tbe northern part of that 
rich territory. 


After cooking our lunch of cabrillas and 
4)oca dulces on the northern or inside 
jBboie of San Vicente Island we made a 
visit to tbe southern or seaward face of 
jthe same island. 
This led us through a 
little gorm between two high, beetling 
jcliffs and into which the sea had excavated 
ibe caves we were to see. 
' Through or rather under this gorge the 
waters of tbe Gulf of California pour into 
a small underground funnel of the sand 
irock before they reach the little lagoon be- 
yond. At all hours the reverberation of 
the rushing tide is like thunder as it beats 
¡backward and forward in its cave-like 
iprison. 
The upper crust of the funnel is 
.pierced with occasional holes and crevices, 
and at certain stages of water these are 
the months of so many spouting geyers as

%tone roof that confines it there.

banging masses ef earth sometimes hun- 
dreds of feet in depth, as measured back 
along tbe roofs under which we walked. 
They looked foreboding enough, and we 
felt that a great chunk of a few hundred 
tons might come down at any time on our 
heads, scaling oif e i tbe roof, for here 
and there oeuld be seen just sacb deposits 
>in the shallow waters, while occasionally 
•great islands were inade «ut along tbe 
mouth ef tbe caves that must have been 
forined when greater Masses fell4own, 
probably the whole cave tumbling in. 


The coloring in the largest cave was be- 
jond description, and although the ac- 
companying akeleh is as good as black 
and white ean msJce It. it conveys but 
little idea of tbe reality, beyond form and 
contour, «with the variegated colored locks 
for a roof, and the sione reflected in a 
floor «of tbe deepest ultramarhie oscillating 
«with the great swells of the «cean. 


I thought ihat Guajymaa had a wealth of 
i^atural attraction« for the winter tourist 
or traveler^ although hardly any leaied by 
the handjfff «um to i^aiMt Us stfy eomfort-

ports. 
San Francisco holds this now by 
right of American energy over her south- 
ern neighbor, but against fairer position 
and ultimate development of this region 
I do not think she can hope to keep it 
always. 


The country surrounding Guaymas is 
rich, but undeveloped in the American 
sense. Enough has been done to show, 
however, about its true capacity, and on 
this I found my conclusions.

When not on the war-path, or en- 
gaged in hunting. Western 
Indians 
spend much of their time in various 
games or contests of skill.

ing the arrow, a six)rt to which the In- 
dians of all tribes devote considerable 
time and attention. 
When this game 
is proposed each of those who wish to 
join in it lays on the ground something 
of small value, such as a pipe, quiver 
of arrows, a bow, spear, tobacco pouch 
or knife, and when all have been col- 
lected the value of the whole makes a 
prize well worth trying for. 


The bows are carefully examined, a 
dozen of the best arrows in the qitiver 
selected, and the first of the competi- 
tors steps out in front of the rest, and 
prepares to shoot, not at a mark, but 
straight up into the air. 
His object is 
to have as many arrows in the air as 
possible at the same time, and he who 
can send up the greatest number before 
the first touches the ground, wins the 
game and all the prizes. 


But few of the most expert of the 
Indian bow-men have been known to 
put more than ten arrows into the ;air 
at once, and to do even this requires 
extraordinary skill and strength. 
The 
arrows, ten or twelve in number, are 
held in the hand that grasps the bow, 
and the rapidity Avith which each is 
fitted to the string and sent upward 
is truly wonderful.—Harper's Yxiuny 
People.

Fishing for Sponge»«. 


Nearly all of the sponges used in the 
United States were brought from the 
Mediterranean until 1852, when atten- 
tion was called to the immense num- 
ber.s tliat were growing in Florida 
waters. 
As soon as it was found that 
the quality of these compared favora- 
bly w itli those of Europe the merchants 
and fitters-out of vessels engaged very 
actively in the business of placing them 
on the market. 
During the past eigh- 
teen years the busines^ has been en- 
ergetically pursued witli good results. 


The methods employed in the fishery 
differ greatly from those employed in 
the Meiliterranean, where divers go 
down aud bring up the sponges. Small 
vessels,can-ying crews of from five to fif- 
teen men, are fitted out at Key AVest 
and Apalachieola, for trips of from 
four to eight weeks on the spon 
grottuds. 
The crews aYe paired off 
into small row boats, or "dingies," to 
catch the sjwnges. 
One man stands 
in the stern, sculling the boat, while 
the other kneels in the bottom amid- 
slu2)s, with the ui)i)er half of his body 
leaning over the side, and scans the 
bottom of the sea. 
To aid the eye an 
instrument called a "water 
glass, 
which is a common water bucket whose 
wooden bottom has been replaced by 
one of glass, is used by setting it in the 
water and thrusting the face as far into 
it as convenient. 
When a sponge is 
sighted the boat is stopped, and the 
kneeling man uses a two-pronged hook 
attached to a slender jxjle thirty or 
forty feet in length, to secure it. 
Con 
siderable dexterity is required of both 
men. 
To cure sponges they are first 
spread about the deck in their natural 
upright position, so that they will die 
and while decomposing allow the gela- 
tinotis matter to run off freely. 
When 
they have been several days in this po 
sition they are taken to the shore and 
thrown into the water in little pens 
called "ci'awls," -where the remaining 
.substance is soaked aud sqtieezed out

day, under a trojjical sun that burns 
and ]»rowns the skin until one cannot 
tell a white man from a negro.

Farmers AVIIO made peach-growing an 
exclnsive business thrived Avith their in- 
dn.stry until 1857, Avhen the dreaded 
peach "yellows" arriAed and the peach 
orchards AVithered and succumbed to the 
disea.<5e. After their third bearing yonnj; 
trees Avonld also ce:i.>-e to bear fmit.

the shazp, glittering, memorable blad^ 
it flashes upon David's mind that this 
was the very sword -that was used against 
himself when he was in the £ght with 
Ooliah, and David can hardlv keep his 
hands off it until the priest has un- 
wound it.

"Stop," said Christian philosophy, "not 
quite so quick." The world has two 
motions—one on its own axis, and the 
other around the sun. It was not neces- 
sary in making them stand still that 
both motions should be stopped—only 
the one turning the world on its own 
axis. There was no reason why the 
halting of the earth should have jarred 
and disarranged the whole universe. 
Joshua right and God right; infidelity 
wrong every time. I knew it would be 
wrong. I thank God that the time has 
come when Christians need not be scared 
at any scientific exploration. The fact 
is that religion and science have struck 
hand in eternal friendship, and the 
deeper down geology can dig and the 
higher np astronomy can soar, all the 
better for ns.

Samuel Xi. Southard was.mighty inrthe 
court room and in the Seuiite Chamber, 
but he reserved his strongest eloauence 
for that day when he stood before.the 
literary socitities at Princeton 
com- 
mencement aud pleaded for the grandeur 
of «ur Bible. Daniel Webster won not 
his chief gaiiands while he was consum- 
ing Hayne, uor when he »opened the 
biUtteries of his eloquence on Bunker 
Hill, that an^cking Sinai^of the American 
revolution, but on .that day when. in;the 
famous Girard will case, he showed his 
affection for ihe Christian religion and 
eulogized ihe Bible. 
The eioguence 
and the learning that have been on the 
other side came over to ourside. Where 
is Gibbon's historical pen? Where is 
Robespierre's swordV Captured foa-G.od. 
"Theie is none like that; giwe it me!" 


So, also, has it been with the pioture' 
making of the world. 
We are very 
anxious on this day to have the printing 
press and th« platform on th<e side of 
Christianity; but we overlook the en- 
graver's knife and the painter's pencil. 
The antiquariam 
goes and looks at 
pictured ruins, or examinesthe chiseled 
pillars of Thebes, and Nineveh, and 
Pompeii, and then comes back to tell lu 
of the beastliness of ancient art; and it 
is a fact now, that many of the finest 
specimens—merely artistically consid- 
ered—of sculpture and painting that are 
to be found amidst those ruins are not 
fit to be looked at and they are locked 
up. How Paul must h«ve felt, when, 
standing amidst those impurities that 
stared on him from the walls and the 
pavements and the bazars of Corinth, 
he preached of the pure and holy Jesus. 
The art of the world on the side of ob- 
scenity and crime and death. 


In later days the pilaces of kings were 
adorned with picturts. But what to un- 
clean Henry VIII wns a beautiful picture 
of the Madonna? "What to Lord Jett'ries, 
the unjust judge, the picture of the 
"Last Judgment?" What to Nero, the 
unwashed, a picture of the baptism in 
the Jordan? The art of the world still 
on the side of superstition and death. 
But that is being changed now. 
The 
Christian artist goes across the water, 
looks at the pictures, and brings back to 
his .American studio much of the power 
of those old misters. The Christian 
minister goes ovsr to Venice, looks at 
the "Crucifixion of Christ," and comes 
back to his Ameiican pulpit to talk as 
never before of the sufferings of the 
Saviour. 
The private tourist goes to 
Bome and looks at Raphael's picture of 
the "Last Judgment." The tears stai-t, 
and he goes back to his lOom in the 
hotel, and prays God for preparation for 
that day when. 


Shriveling like a parched scroll, 
The flaming heavens together roll. 


give it me! 
fTow, if what I have said be true, away 
with all downheartedness! If science is 
to be'on the right side, and the traveling 
disposition of the world on the right 
side, and the learniuR of the world on 
the right side, and the picture making 
on the right side, aud the business acu- 
men and tact of the world on the right 
side—thine, O Lord, is the kingdom! 
Oh, fall into line, all ye people! It is a 
grand thing to be in such an army, and 
led by such a commander, and on the 
way to such a victory. If what I have 
said is true, then Christ is going to 
gather up for himself out of this world 
everything that is worth anj-thing, and 
there will be nothing but the scum left. 
A 
proclamation 
of 
amnesty 
goes 
forth now from the throne of God, 
saying: "Whosoever will, let him come." 
However long you may have wandered, 
however great your sius may have been,

Breaking Dp Bonanza Farms. 


The breaking up of a bonanza farm 
block of 100,000 acres of land in the 
Red River Valley into tracts, not to ex- 
ceed 640 acres to be sold to one man, is 
commented on favorably by some of the 
papers, says the 
Chicago 
Tribune. 
They think they see in it the beginning 
of an important change in the system of 
land distribution in North 
Dakota, 
which in the course of a few years from 
now will result in placing the soil in the 
ownership of the many, instead of the 
comparatively few who now farm a large 
part of it in a way that strongly sug- 
gests features in the serf labor of other 
days in Europe. 
The case under con- 
sideration seems to have its success as- 
sured by the fact that payment may be 
made in half the crop each year, taken 
at its market value, till the whole debt 
is cleared off*. 
The extension of this 
plan to include most of the large farms 
would not only g^ve to that pwrt of tbe 
world a different class of residents to 
what it has now, but would arrest the 
wholesale impoverishment of the land 
now in progress, and which probably 
will not be stopped in any other way.

Meat commendeth 
us not to God. 
Other- 
w^isu some of us would be in great honor 
with God. for we live for the meat that per- 
isheth. 
It is love and self-confidence that 
makes us commendable to God. for Jesus' 
sake; that is pretty strong language used 
at the close of the last paragraph. But take 
a little comparison of passages. 
Your New 
Testament lexicon will tell you that the 
same word {ouden) is used in two other 
familiar verses of Scripture. 
They are in 
place. 
Look at them. 
"If." (says Christ. 
John 8: 54) "I honor myself my honor is 
nothing' 
(amounts to nothing). 
"Take and 
purify thyself" (said the brethren at Je- 
rusalem to Paul. Acts 21: 24). "and all may 
know that those things, whereof they were 
informed concerning thee, are 
nothing" 
(have nothing in them). 
And so we say he 
that has not love and knows hot hew to sac- 
rifice is not only not commendable to God, 
but "he is nothing"—in the kingdom of grace 
and goodness he "amounts to nothing" in 
the ministry of life, God finds nothing 
in 
him: in a word, as a worker for the Divine 
Master he is "good for nothing." 
He may 
bo saved, though as by Hre. but tip works 
they do not follow him; "for meat commend- 
eth us not to God." 


Take heed lest hy any means this liberty of 
yours. 
O this liberty of ours, how proud 
we are of it. And yet, like "knowledge." if 
unguarded by "love," it will lead us sadly 
Iiway from the spirit of Christ. 
Mrs. .\bbie 
C. Morrow, of Minneapolis, has so whole- 
some a message for some of us here that 
tve will let her speak in her own language. 
; Take heed. Christian 
voter, lest by any 
means this liberty of yours, to vote for any 
randidate you please, become a stumbhng- 
iilock to the weak. 
Take heed to the teach- 
ing in the following parable: 
A farmer 
ound a rattlesnake, carried it home and 
¡ailed his neighbors together, saying; 
"Ee- 
iiold, I have captured a snake and it is big 
lind strong; now. what shall I do with it?" 
then one of the men 
said: 
"This is a 
harmless-looking reptile. 
I think he might 
|iu| allowed to go wherever he pleases." 
A 
nother said: 
"My friend, do you not 
now that 
this 
harmle^« 
looking 
ser- 
pent has 
a sting? 
A'ow, 
therefore, 
1 
move that all people, and especially 
young 
people, be wai-ned faithfully 
to keep out of 
the way of the serpent, lest they be 
bitten.' 
This counsel seemed to impress the assem- 
blv favorably. 
Then a third speaker said: 
"S'ince the bite of this reptile is so very 
dangerous. I submit that it might be well 
to make certain regulations; as, for in- 
stance. that ho is not to go abroad on Sun- 
day; and that he must not be allowed to 
stincr anybody who is not of age; that he 
shall not be let out from his cage at all un- 
til a council of citizens shall so decide; 
that the farmer pay the city $1.000 for the 
privilege of allowing him to go 
abroad: 
and finally that an oath be administered to 
the keeper of the snako, that he will faith- 
fully carry out all tho-e provisions." 
Now. 
it came to pass that all the neighbors were 
so moved wi th these words that with one 
voice they cried out:

Genhiry we quote the 
Gossaok eorportd ran t 
with a bunch of keys in his haod^ 
locked the huge padlock that .

gate, and admitted us to the'^pciMMl 
court-yard. 
Three or four ooavk^ 
with haJf-shaven heads, ran 
across the yard as we entered, t6 
their places in their cells for ina~" 
"We a^nded two or three stepfl 
ed with an indescribable coating of âith 
and ice an inch and a half thick, and 
entered, through a heavy plank doet^ % 
long, low, and very dark corridor, ..th© 
broken and decaying floor of which felt 
wet and slippery to the feet, and where 
the atmosphere, although warm, was 
very damp, and saturated with the stnmg 
peculiar odor that is characteristic of 8i- 
beiiun prisons. A person who has once 
inhaled that o<lor can never forget it; 
and yet it is so unlike any other bad 
smell in the world that I hardly know 
with what to compare it. 
I can ask you 
to imagine cells«- air, every atom of 
which has been half a dozen time» 
through human lungs and is heavy with 
carbonic acid; to imagine that air stiU 
further vitiated by foul, pungent, slight- 
ly unimoniacivlexlialations from long un- 
washed human bodies; to imagine that 
it has a su^estion of damp, decaying 
wt>od and more than a suggestion of 
human excrement—and still you will 
have no adeipiate idea 
it. 
To tmac- 
customecl senses it seems so saturated 
Arith foulness aud disease as to be almost 
unsupportable. 
As we entered the cor- 
ridor, sUi>i)ed upon the wet, filthy flo(^ 
and caught the tii-st breath of this air. 
Major Potulof turned to me with a 
seowl 
of 
disgust, 
and 
exclaimed, 
'Otvratitelni tiuiTna!' ( Ot-ATji-^tel-ne© 
tyoor-iiia)—'It is a repulsive prison!' 
* "The Cossack coii)oial who preceded 
us threw opened the heuAy wooden door 
of the first ksimei-a (kaîi-mer-ah) and 
shoutetl, 
'Smirno!' 
(Smeer-no) — *Be 
quiet!' the customary waniing of the 
guard to the prisonei-s when an officer is 
about to enter the cell. We stepped 
across the threshold into a room alwut 
24 feet long, 22 feet wide and 8 feet 
high, which contained 29 couAicts. The 
air here was so much woi-se than the air 
in the conidor that it made me faint and 
sick. 
The room was lighted by two 
nearly square, lieavily grated windows 
with dotible stislies, that could not be 
raised or opened, and there w as not the 
least apparent provision anywhere for 
ventilation. 
Even the brick oven, by 
which the cell was warmed, drew its air 
from the conidor. 
The walls of tbç 
kitmera were of squared logs and had 
once l)een whitewashed; but they had 
beeonie dark and grimy from lapse of 
time, and were blotched in hundreds of 
lilaees with dull red blood-stains where 
the convicts !jad ciiished bed-bugs. The 
floor was made of heavy planks, and, al- 
though it had recently been swept, it 
was incnisted with drj", hard-trodden 
tilth. 
Out from the walls on three sides 
of the room projected low sloping wootl- 
en platforms about six feet wide, upon 
which the convicts slept, side by side, in 
closely packed rows, with their heads to 
the walls and their feet extended towards 
the middle of the cell. They had neither 
pillows nor blankets, and were comi>elled 
to lie down u])on these sleeiiiiig-l>euches 
at night without renioviii-^ their c'otliinp 
and without other covering than their 
coarse gray overcoats. 
The cell con- 
tained MO furniture of any kind, except 
these sleeinng-platfornis, the Jirick oven, 
and a large wooden tub. 
When the 
door was locked for the ni«rht each one 
of these 29 luisoners would have, for 8 
or 10 hours' consumption, iilxmtas much 
air as would be contained in 
paeking- 
box 5 live feet sipiare and ô feet iiigh. I 
could discover no way in Avliii h a single 
cubic foot of fresh air could get into that 
cell after the dooi-s had beeu closed for 
the night."

Michael Emperor, of Cheny street

§5,000 for injuries sustained by falling 
into a hole at Catharine and" Cherry 
sti-eets in October, 1886. The c.tse was 
tried before Judge Daly and a jmy in 
the Court of Common Pleas. The resiüt 
is that Mr. Emperor has got himself 
into another hole. 


The testimony showed that INIr. Em- 
jeror has a habit of tumbling into holes, 
l e usually injures his leg, and then 
"pulls the leg" of the unfortunate per- 
son or corixii-ation back of the hole. The 
hurt to his leg at Catharine and Cherry 
streets was caused by a fall o\ er the 
precipitous edge of a hole three inches 
deep and ten inches w ide. 


Corporation Counsel Clark's young 
assistant, Mr. Francis Welhnan, and 
Detective Lake hunted up Mr. Emper- 
or's record and found tliat he was a 
"in'ofessional." 
Then i\Ir. Welhnan 
artfully asked Mr. Emperor if he had 
ever brought suit against anybody be 
fore for injuries of any kind. He swore 
that he hiul not. 
After the jury had 
retm-ned with a verdict against Mr. Em- 
peror,hewas arrested by Detective Lake 
on a bi'nch warrant for perjuiy, and 
taken to the Tombs. 


In 1884 Mr. Emperor sued the Sec- 
ond Avenue Bailroad for 155,000 for in- 
juries to his leg caused by falling into a 
hole. The company gave Emperor 
to withdraw the suit. 
He next fell into 
a bole owned by the Eighth Avenue 
Bailroad Company, and hurt his 
some more. The hole was probably not 
very deep, as Mr. Emperor let up on the 
company for $10. 
He hunted arotmd 
and ascertained that the Ninth Avenue 
road 
was 
maiuttiining a three-inoh 
trench somewhere. 
He sought it out 
and fell into it in the presence of wit- 
nesses. Unfortunately for Mr. Emperor, 
the same lawyer who had his case 
against the Eighth Avenue road attend- 
ed to his suit against tlie Ninth. 
The 
lawyer told him to get out, and he got. 
The record of the other holes in to which 
Mr. Emperor 
fell, in anticipation of 
getting damages, bad not beoi com- 
pleted up to the hour of going to press.
